that he shot Kahahawei in a mo- 
ment of temporury insanity.

The One Over’ One forcing bid 
is perhaps the most talked -of 
bridge convention amongst expe- 
rienced contract players to-day. 


When the original bidder’s suit 
bid of one is passed by an oppo- 
ment and partner overcalls with 
another suit bid of onc in a high- 
er ranking sult, he is making a 
One Over One bid. If the ‘noxt 
opponent pnasscs, the original bid- 
der is required to bid again, The 
bid is an absolute’ forcing one, but 
makes no promise for game. The 
original bidder is only required 
to keep the bidding open once. 


Remember this differs from all 
other forcing bids that require the 
bidding to be kept open until 
game is arrived at. What you 
are really doing jx this: partner, 
we will say, bids one diamond and 
you overcall with one heart. You 
say to partner, “LT have at least 
one and one-half quick tricks and 
a bidduble heart suit. With four 
quick tricks in the two hands we 
should be able lo make at least 
two odd, therefore keep the bid- 
ding open at least once and give 
me a more complete picture of 
your hand.” 


The advantages of the One Over 
One are many, the most impor- 
tant of which are: 


I--It allows you to arrive at 
larger partial seores. 


eit quickly and safely gets 
you into successful no trump con- 
tracts. Jt is quite natural if the 
original bidder opens with a suit 
bid of one that he has that suit 
well protected and probably a sec- 
ond suit. When partner makes a 
One Over One, he announces an- 
other suit well protected and in 
the majority of cases Some side 
strength. 


Now it naturally follows that 
if partner has no support for the 
nuit named by the original bidder 
and the origign! bidder -has no 
support for the suit named by 
partner, — that anly one of, two 
thinga is possible—either they 
should play the hand in the se¢- 
ond suit which will be named by 
one or the other, or if their side 
strength is in different suits, then 
the proper declaration is ne 
trump, 


4—As the One Over One can 
be used with power house hands 
us anfely ax it can with minimum 
hands, due to the fact that part- 
ner ix forced to keep the bidding 
open, it is a tremendous weapon 
against the opponents. Under the 
ordinary system of contract bid- 
ding, the original bidder mijght 
epen with one club. = [f partner 
overcalled with one henrt he 
would be announcing a weak hand 
--one not strong enough to jump 
to two hearts, but when the One 
Over One convention ‘is being 
used, a bid of one heart over one 
club might signify 4 minimum op- 
posite a minimum, or ft might be 
two power house hands, 


The left hand opponents of the 
player who has made the One 
Over One bid is afraid to step in 
with x fair hand for fear that he 
will be betweeir these two power 
house hands, — It, is not until the 
second round of bidding that he 
knows whether or not the two 
hands are minimum, anil then it 
ix generally too Jate for him to 
bid as his partner will naturally 
tuke his bid after a pass as 8 vety 
weak one. é 


J—-Doubtful slams .will got be 
bid due to the fact that the full 
strength of the hand: can be 
shawn before the bidding gets ton 
high.

‘To-morrow, His Excellency the 
Governor will be Inying aside, for 
n few brief months, the cares and 
responsibilities of office. when he 
goes, in company with Lady Peel, 
on well-earned leave to the Home- 
land. All’ sections of the com- 
munity will, we know, ‘unite in 
wishing them both an enjoyable 
and heneficia) holiday. -It is two 
yenrs, almost to the day, since. His 
Excellency arrived in the Colony, 
bringing with him a reputation 
both as an able administrator and 
ag a man of charming personality 
which he hay more than upheld. 
‘In the cominga and goings of 
Governors, it is inevitable that we 
should have experience of varying 
types. Ench has his own foibles 
and characteristics, some of which 
attract and some occasionally call 
for criticism. Of Sir William 
Peel we think it can be said that 
he possesses most, if, indeed, not 
all, of the virtues which the com- 
munity regards as exsential to a 
yood Governor. Above all, he has 
shown himsclf to be a man of 
sound) common-sense—n_ = quality 
which we assess as being, in the 
cnse of the Governor of a Crown 
Colony, of inestimable value. 

The two years which His Excel- 
lency has spent in) our midst 
have had their special problems, 
notably that caused by the slump 
in the Sterling value of the dol- 
lar. The effect of this develop- 
ment on the fintnces of — the 
Colony is too well known to need 
emphasising. It has raised the 
whole issue of the cost of Gov- 
ernment. Sir William Pee) took 
anceminently sensible line on this 
problem when he favoured an 
exchange compensation plan 
which would have provided some 
relief to the Colony’s finances had 
it remained in operation... He 
based the case on what the Colony 
frould afford to; pay out in 
emoluments, -evert though in the 
process he would be called upon 
to make the biggest. individual 
sucrifice, and also on a belief 
that Civil Servants sbould share 
in tho burden which the de- 
preciation of the: dollar had 
thrown on the community. Un- 
happily, other counsels prevailed, 
but that in on. sense . detracts 
from His .

The Onth in Ireland. 


Despite the warnings of friends 
ax well as opponents, Mr. de 
Valera is pressing forward with 
the Bill for the abolition of the 
Oath of Allegiance with what Mr. 
Cosgrave describes as unwarrant- 
ed chaste. Mr. de’ Valera hing 
weakened any case that he may 
have had in regard to the oath 
by putting -his repudiation of - it 
on the same footing as the re- 
pidiation of - a, debt. It. is 
quite impossible to. argue 
away the terms agreed upon in 
the financial settlement between 
the British Government and the 
Government of the Trish Free 
State, signed by both sides in 
1926. They ‘are perfectly de- 
finite. If there ‘is anything un- 
fair in the agreement, it, is open 
to Mr. de Valera to ask for re- 
vision. But to repudiate It is 
surely to begin by putting his 
Government in the wrong. The 
issue of the oath is altogether of 
another character. There is no 
doubt its retention was regarded 
jis an integral part of the treaty 
by both Great, Britain and by 
those Irishmen who for ten years 
have successfully governed = the 
Free State.

“GERMAN STATESMAN 


OF A. - 


. (By DR. G. P. GOOCH) 


“Richard von Kublmannt Thoughts 
on Germany." Translated by Eric 
Sutton. (Macmillan, 10s. 6d.) 

Kuhimann's = reflections on the 
causos and consequences of, tho 
World War will be read with hard- 
ly less interest in‘England than 
on their publication. in Germany 
at the end of 1931, For the au- 
thor speaks with the authority of 
one who hns. himsolf played 
prominent part In the drama, and 
he ‘ig ‘sufficiently known In Bri- 
tish circles for us.to wish to learn 
his views.. What is still more: im- 
portant is that hoe possesses ‘a 
singularly cool head, and that he 
can judge ovonts in broad per- 
spective. His book is short, and 
might have been even shorter, for 
some imaginary dinlogues at tho 
end add Httle to its worth, But 
it is full of wisdom and insight, 
and his impartiality Is extraor- 
dinary. He.loves his country, but 
love docs not make him blind, ° 

*. 


The most arresting feature of 
the volume is the analysis of the 
relations between Germany and 
Austria, “Blamarck’s marvellous 
achievement was only o partial 
solution of the eternal Gorman 
problem, an‘ imposing facade that 
was: largely wanting in. basement 
and foundation. It tore asunder 
n thouanand-year-old bond orf fel- 
lowship, and left In existence at 
the side of the German Empire an 
Austro-Hungarinn Monarchy, in 
which the beloved figure of the 
monarch, the splendout of the 
greatest and wealthiest aristo- 
erncy on the Continent, and the 
prestige of the ancient, rich, high- 
ly civilised city of Vienna masked 
the truth that this was a slowly 
decaying State, in which aon in- 
tensifying principle of nationality 
had implanted the secd of denth. 
In point of fact, the new German 
Empire could not be regurded a8 
having emerged from the danger 
zone, as finally consolidated until 
the question of the dissolution of 
the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy 
had been finally cleared up. It 
was with his fearful handcap that 
the new Gorman Empire’ began {ts 
carcer, and under this fearful 
handicap William If. ascended the 
throne. The task presented to 
German policy by the inevitable 
dissolution of the Austro-Hun- 
garian Monarchy, the task with 
which history confronted Wiliam 
IL, was hurdly, to be’ solved with- 
out n bitter struygiec for existence. 
But the fact that the task wus 
there, that it was the essential 
political problem, was not .clearly 
recognised by anybody.”

That the Hapsburg) Monarchy 
wus inevitably doomed would still 
bo contested by many well-inform- 
ed Austrians; but the thesis ap- 
pears to our author 80 incontro- 
vertible that he does not stop to 
argue it. Starting with this na- 
sumption he naturally convicts the 
post-Bismarckians of funda- 
mental errors, both in East and 
West. In the .former they  de- 
stroyed what little was left of 
their hold on Russia, with noth- 
ing to show for the sacrifice but 
the Bagdad railway, “which com- 
bined the minimum of commercial 
adyantuge with the maximum of 
political encumbrance.” In the 
latter the naval policy drove Eng- 
land into the arms of France and 
Russia, thereby tilling the balance 
against themselves: 

So long us England remain- 
ed outside the Russo-French ail- 
linnce, Germany had the prospect 


of maintaining peace, and in the 
ulttmate event of war she could 


be certain of never being utterly - 


defeated. ° : 

The obvious duty of Germany,’ 
Frunce and Russia on each flank 
und an ally who was a Hability 
‘rather than an asact, was to in- 
erense her army to the uttermost, 
Instend of needicasly alarming 
England and adding her to .the 
number of her potential foes: 

Those allies would have brought 
no courage to tho fight had thoy, 
not been fairly certain of Eng- 
lish support. England's adhesion 
made the conlition overwhelming. ° 
The entry of England into the 
svar was mainly determined by the 
oxistence of the German ficot,.and 
that was why the construction of 
that fleet was so disastrous a 
political’ blundor, 


There js plain speaking with a 


vengeance, and theso pages should - 
destroy the bascless legend that 
Kuhlmann had pursued a bellicose 
policy of his own behind the back 
of Metternich and Lichnowsky. 
All three—and, indeod, ' overy 
German who understood England 
—know that the “Flottenpolitik” 
was a fata) mistake, ; 
hd ; 
The struggle of 1914-1918, de- 

clareg ‘Kuhlmann, was -war for 
‘the liquidation of Austria—‘a 
terrible but probably scarcoly 
avuldable step in the further de- 
velopment of Europe.” A brief 
chapter on the World War, as we 
should expect, condemns the naval 
authorities for the declaration of 
unlimited submarine’ warfare, 
which brought America into the 
fray and destroyed the last hope 
oven of a drawn battle. The Kal- 
ser, Hke the Chancellor, was 
against it; but they were over- 
borne by an excited public opinion’ 
and the Supremo Command, and 
Germany drifted to her.doom. An | 
equally brief chapter on. the 
Treaty of Versailles pronounces 
It the worst and the most unwise 
of the comprehensive settlements 
of modern times, which fulfilled 
Bismarck’s terrible prophecy that 
the loser in the next great war 
would be bled white. He also 
condemns the humiliation inflicted 
on the German delegation during 
the nogotiations, Count Brock- 


dorft-Rantzau, we are told, never 
forgot or forgave the treatment 
to which he had been subjected, 
and the resentment motived his 
subsequent policy, The Treaty re- 
gistered the momentary diatribu- 
tion of power In Europe,’ and the 
situation of 1919 soon passed 
away.

SINGAPORE SEQUEL. 


The arrest of Noulens and bis 
wife was the direct result of the 
arrest and conviction in Singapore 
Just dune of the Com- 
munis Serge Lefrane, Following 
on Information received from that 
cuse a raid was made on premises 
in Shanghai which ‘revealed them 
as the centre of the Communiat 
organisation in the Far East. 


The authorities of the Internn- 
tional Settlement arrested and 
handed over Noulens and his wife 
to the Chinese Government. Nou- 
Tens had seven aliases, five local 
addresses, eight post office boxes 
and four telegraphic addresses. 


He first posed as a Belgian, then 
as n Swiss, possessing among 
several .paasporta a British pass. 
“port of Domat Boulanger, who was 
identified as a member of the 
Canadian Communist Party. He 
is authoritively believed to be a 
He was known as a 
_ teacher of Languages with an ofliee 
in Nanking Road. 


RED ACTIVITIES. 


Well-planned Communist schemes

‘vealed, The documents — seized 
‘numbered over 200 and showed 2 
network of Communist organisa- 
tions thrown all over China,’ There 
fs no doubt that the activities were 
financed and directed by the Third 
International at Moscow. 


Communist “cells” had been ca- 
tablished among the Government 
troops at the various arsenals and 
plans wore being elaborated for 
the creation of Inbour troubles 
throughout China and particularly 
in Shanghai. Evidence was 
furnished to show that the expen- 
diture of the Shanghai branch of 
the organisation alone was more 
than $130,000 a month.

‘It rapidly 
extended and now has agencies in 
Singapore, Penang, Kuala Lumpur, 
Amoy, Hongkong, Shanghai, Bang- 
kok, Batavia, Semerang, Sourabaya 
and Rangoon.

‘CHARGE BROUGHT AGAINST - 


CHINESE STUDENT . 


Yu Wal-ko, 20, a student of 
~Wah Yan College, was charged on 
remand before Mr, Wynne-Jones 
at tho Central Magistracy yester- 
day, afternoon, with the theft of 
ao fountain pon belonging to Mr. 
J. P. Robinson, of 0.Gun Club Hill, 
Kowloon. . ; 

Mr. Robinson ‘gave evidence to 
the offect that Inst Sunday aftor- 
noon, coming awny from the 
King’s Theatre shortly after 4 
o'clock, he was walking towarda 
Pedder Strect, whon, on the point 
of taking leave of his wife, he was 
bumped Into by the . defendant, 
who forced himself in between 
them. He heard a click, and the 
next Inataht reallacd that he had 
lost his fountain pen. He kept 
the defendant in sight before 
dosing with him, and in seizing: 
‘his arm, asked him where — hjs 
fountain pen was. Defendant im- 
moilintely replied: “I. have not got 
your fountain pen, Sir. You can 
search me.’ 5‘ 

Just after this, another Chincsc 
interfered, which led witness to 
ask what business it was of hia, 
and to suggest at the same time 
that he might have a hand in the 
affair. The man replied: “How 
dare you accuse me of stealing 
your pen’ He was not seen 
again after witness had turned de- 
fendant over te a policeman. 

In croas-examination by Mr. G. 
Ford, appearing for the defence, 
witness wns positive that he had 
kept the defendant continususly 
In sight up ull the time he closed 
up with him, He had not expect. 
ed to find thé pen on the defen- 
dant, und in this connexion, sup: 
vested collusion with a con. 
federate to whom the pen may 
‘have been passed. 


Pen Not Found. 


Mr. Ford pointed out that if 
Mr. Robinson waa so sure regard. 
ing a confederate, he would have 
seen him or have seen the pen 
passed to him if he had kept the 
defendant continuously in sight, 
as he had declared. ; 

Mra. Robingon gave evidence 
somewhat similar to her husband,, 

Inspector ‘Dick, who was ft the 

- charge room at the Central Police 
Station when the parties went 
there, anid that the defendant was 
searched there, and a black foun- 

“tain pen was produced which Mr. 
Robinson said was vot his. A 
handkerchief and over $12 were 
umongst defendant's other posses- 
sions. : : 

Vefendant, Inspeetor Dick con- 

tinucd, looked nervous, but he 
agreed it was natural to the cir- 
cumatances. ; 
* Giving evidence on his own be- 
half, defendant suid he was re- 
turning home from posting a let- 
ter ‘when he found himacif sud- 
denly grasped by the arm and the 
complainant ‘ kecusing = him of 
stenling a fountain pen. He 
denied the charge, and suggested 
a search, As nothing was found, 
the European next necused him of 
having passed the pen to a con- 

‘federate. They then went to the 
Station. ; 

The case was adjourned — until 
Tuesday for a witness for the de- 
fence to attend,

CHANGING 


DISARMAMENT 


LIMITATION OF SIZE 

OF SUBMARINES ; 

’ Geneva, May -4. 

A great fight over the limitation 
of submarines began at the dis- 
armament conference to-day, 

Sir Eyres Monaell, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, restated Britain’s 
case in favour of the total abolition 
on humanitarian grounds, declaring 
that the essontial objection to sub- 
marines was ‘the liability of abuse, 
regardless of the ultimate con- 
sequences. He advocated that all 
states ndhere to the rules of the 
London Naval Treaty, 

Submarines, or: alternatively the 
size of submarines, might be re- 
duced to 250 tons, surface displace- 
ment, which was adequate for de- 
fensive purposes, with a correspond. 
ing reduction in total tonnages. 

Sharp Anglo-Japanese differences 
developed on the subject of the 
“aureressivencss” of aircraft car- 
riers, of which Japan favoured the 
nbolition, Slr. Eyres - Monsell 
argued that a fleet without carriers 
and reconnaissance machines would 
xo into battle blindfolded. He was 
prepared, however,.to agree to a 
reduction in size,—Reuter. 

Earlier Message. 
; Geneva, May 4. 

Tho Russian memorandum to 
the Disarmament Conference ob- 
serves that neighbouring States 
which have violated their Interna- 
tional obligations, designed to 
apfeguard peace, and are engaged 
in hostilities without declaring 
war, do not afford sufficiont gua- 
rantees of the observance of the 
proposed convention for the reduc- 
tion of nrmaments.—Ronter.

Tho preliminary report of tho 
Lytton Commigaion says: 

Since its arrival in the Far Eabt. 
the Commission investigated gen- 
ern! conditions prevailing in Japan 
and hina. . It visited. Tokyo, 
Shanghai, Hankow, Nanking, en- 
tain, and Peking, and arrived pt 
Mukden on April 21. It conferred 
with both Governments, interview- 
ed representatives of many in- 
terested groups and classes in

New Feature. 


It wilh be noted that in the

help in the Inst months of°1031. 

They were subsequently supr- 
seded by an suthority which was 
established on March 9 48 the 
Manchukuo Government. 

On September 18 the number of. 
Japanese troops in the M. R. 
mone is atnted to have — been 
10,590 and the number given for 
December 1, is 4,000 inside, and 
8,900 outside. For the latter part of 
April the numbers . are given as 
6,600 inside and 16,800 outside, 
those outside being in the regions of 
the Taitgihar-Taonan-Liaoyang rail- 
way, the Mukden-Shanhaikuan rail- 
way, the C.E.R. to eastward of 
Harbin and the, northern sector of 
the Kirin-Tunhau railway, making 
a total of 22,400.

No Comments. 

The Commission ‘purposely re- 
frains from commenting at this 
stage on the facts and figures re- 
corded above. The Japanese au- 
thorities maintain they cannot 
withdraw their forces without en- 
dangering the safety of Ilves und 
property of their nationals outside 
the: railway zone. Thoy appeared 
to consider that this withdrawal 
must depend on the progress of 
the re-organization of the troops 
described ag the Manchukuo 
Army. 

The Chinese Government does

EMPHATIC, DENIAL 


London, May 4. . 

The labour member, Mr, Kirk- 
wood, raised ministerial proteste 
In the House of Commona to-day in 
asking’ Sir John Simon whether 
there was any truth in -the state- 
ment made throughout the world 
that Sir John had used his influenco 
for the Japanese against Chineso, 
Sir John Simon indignantly retort- 
ed that there was no truth whatever 
in any such statement.

forces to the Incoming Chin- 
exe police, who will take over as 
soon us the Japanese have with- 
drawn, The appointment of the joint 
Commission includes the authority 
to call aftention to any neglect to 
carry out the provisions of the 
agreement and as M. Hymans snid, 
the decision to be taken by the Cam- 
mission, will, we hope, be un- 
animous, ;

London, May ‘4, 

A National Safety Congress 
held in London to-day considered 
the gravest problem of — modern 
transport confronting all coun- 
tries, that of road aceidente. 

The ‘Transport Minister, Me. 
Pr. G. Pybus, declared that the 
incredible toll of the British 
roads coukl not be allowed — to 
continue. Stntistica -show that 
in 1931 the numbers killed and 
injured daily on British rounds 
were {8 and 550 respectively. 
In 19380- the year in which the 
Road Traffle Act. was passed, 20 
were killed daily. 

Sir Henry Piggott, Deputy 
Secretary for the Ministry said 
the reduction of the total killed 
for the year by 614 might in- 
dicate that the fatal curve had 
stopped rising. But more recent

To-morrow, His Excellency the 
Governor will be laying nside, for 
a few brief months, the cares and 
responsibilities of office when he 
gocs, in company with Lady Peel, 
on well-earned leave to the Home- 
land, All sections of the com- 
munity will, we know, unite in 
wishing them both an enjoyable 
‘and beneficial holiday. It ix two 
years, most to the day, since His 
Excellency arrived in the Colony, 
bringing with him a reputation 
both as an able administrator and 
as a man of charming personality 
which he hag more ‘than upheld. 
In the comings and goings of 
Governors, it.is inevitable that we 
should have experience of varying 
types. Each has his own foibles 
and characteristics, some of which 
attract sind some occasionally call 
for criticism. Of Sir William 
Peel we think It cin be said that 
he porsessen most, if, indeed, not 
all, of the virtues which the com- 
munity regards us essential to a 
good Governor, Above all, .he has 
shown himself to .be a man of 
sound common-sense’ quality 
which we assess us being, in the 
cuse of the Governor of a Crown 
Colony, of inestimable value. 

“The two years which Hid lxeel- 
Jency has spent in our midst 
have had their special problems, 
notably that caused by the slump 
in the sterling value of the dol- 
Jor, The effect of this develop: 
ment on the fluances of the 
Colony is too well Known to need 
emphasising. It has raised the 
whole issue of the cost of Gov- 
ernment. Sir William Peel took 
nn eminently sensible line on thia 
problem when he favoured . an 
exchange compensation plan 
which would have provided some 
rellef to the Colony’s finances had 
jt remained in operation. He 
based the case on what the Colony 
fould afford to; pay out in 
emoluments, even though in tho 
process he would ba enlled upon 
to make tho biggest individual 
sacrifice, and also on a_ belief 
that Civil Servants should shure 
{n the burden which tho do- 
preciation, of the dollar had 
thrown on the community. © Un- 
happily, othor counsels prevailed, 
but thnt {fn on sengo detracta 
from His Excellency’s willing 
gesture. -As 4 consequence, extra 
‘yovenue has had to bo, found, 
ut, unpopular as all additional 
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taxation in,- the imposts. have 
been along Hnos to which . no 
great exception’ can bo taken. 
It has been a difficult problem, 
this balancing of the Budget in 


the usual circumstances prevail: | 


ing, but it hans been so well ne- 
complished that His ‘Texcellency 
is able to take his lenve with oa 
conacfousness that the Colony's 
finances are once again in a 
henlthy condition, There has, 
admittedly, been some holding 
up of Works of development, but 
nestart will it is hoped be made 
on some of the bigger necessitics 
iter the adoption of supplement- 
ary estimates: which will shortly 
come before the Legislative Coun- 
ell. 

During his two years’ service 
in Hongkong, Sir William Peel 
has shown 4 marked eapnclty for 
petting quickly to the kernel of 
foes] problems, Possessing w re- 
ceptive mind and an energy and 
freshness of outlook which long 
yeurs in the Colonial Service have 
not dimmed; he has proved him- 
self a-hard worker and a wise ad- 
minfetrator, He has made it his 
personal business to ec into the 
manifold activities of government 
in all parts of the Colony. Amen- 
nble to reason, he has none the less 
never hesitated to follow a course 
which his awn common-sense has 
convinced him to be the wisest.

‘EUROPEAN LOSES PEN 
"IN. PEDDER ST. 


CHARGE BROUGHT AGAINST 
CHINESE STUDENT 


Yu Wai-ko, 20, a student of 
Woh Yan College, was charged; on 
romand before Mr. Wynne-Jones 
at the Contral Magistracy yester- 
day afternoon, with tho theft of 
a fountain pon belonging to Mr. 
J.P. Robinson, of 6 Gun Club Hill, 
Kowloon. 

Mr. Robinson gave evidence to 
tho effect ‘that last Sunday aftor- 
noon, coming away from the 
King's Theatre shortly after 4 
o'clock, he waa walking towards 
Peddor Street, when, on the point 

. of taking leave of his wife, he was 
‘bumped into by the defendant, 
who forced himself in between 
thom.. He heard a click, and the 
next instant realised that he had 
lost his fountain pen. He kept 
the defendant in aight -before 
closing with him, and in seizing 
hia arm, asked him where his 
fountain pen was, Defendant im- 
mediately replied: “I have not got 
your fountain pen, Sir, You can 
search me.” 
. Just after this, another Chinese 
intorfered, which led witness to 
ask what business it waa: of his, 
and to suggest at the anme time 
that ho might have a hand in the 
affair. The man replied: “How 
dare you accuse me of stealing 
your pen.” He' was not seen 
again after witness had turned de- 
fendant aver to a policeman. 

In cross-examination by Mr. G. 
Ford, appearing for the defence, 
witness wast positive that he had 
kept the defendant continuously 
in sight up till the time he closed 
up with him. He had not expect- 
ed to find the pen on the defen- 
dant, and in this connexion, sug- 
gested collusion with a con- 
federate to whom the pen may 
have been passed, 


Pen Not Found. 


Mr, Ford pointed gut that if 
Mr, Robinson was so sure regard- 
ing a confederate, he would have 
seen him or have aeen the pen 
Passed to him if he had kept the 
defendant continuously in sight, 
as he had declared. 

Mrs. Robinson gave evidence 
somewhat similar to her husband. 

Inspector Dick, who was in the 
charge room ut the Central Police 
Station when the parties went 
there, aaid that the defendant was 
searched there, and a black foun- 
tain pen waa produced which Mr. 
Robinson said was not his. A 
handkerchief and over $12 were 
amongst defendant's other posacs- 
sions. 

Defendant, Inspector Dick con- 
tinued, Juoked nervous, but he 
agreed: it was natural to the cir- 
cumstances. : : 

Giving evidence on his own be- 
half, defendant said he waa re- 
turning home from posting a let- 
ter when he found himself sud- 
denly grasped by the arm and the 
complainant accusing him of 
stealing « fountain pen, IIe 
denied the charge, and sugested 
a search.. As nothing was found,

DISARMAMENT 


LIMITATION OF SIZE 
OF SUBMARINES 


Geneva, May 4, 

A grent fight over the limitation 
of submarines began at the dis- 
armament conference to-day, 

Sir Eyres Monsell, First Lord of 
the Admirolty, restated Britain's 
case in favour of the total abolition 
on humanitarian grounds, declaring 
that the essential objection to sub- 
marines was the liability of abuse, 
regardless of the ultimate con- 
sequences, He advocated that. all 
states adhere to the rules of the 
London Naval Treaty. 

Submarines, or alternatively the 
size of submarines, might be re- 
duéed to 250 tons, surface displace- 
ment, which was adequate for de- 
fensive purposes, with a correspond.
